Dems want 11 marine sanctuaries, monuments protected

Sixty-five House Democrats yesterday asked the Trump administra ion to protect 11 marine 
sanctuaries and marine monuments, fearing they could be opened to oil and gas development. 

"The weal h of benefits from protected sanctuaries and monuments far outweigh any potential 
benefits of expanding oil and gas development off our coast," the Democrats said in a letter to 
Commerce Secretary Wilbur Ross. 


Reps. Raul Grijalva of Arizona and Jared Huffman of California led the effort, saying he marine 
sanctuaries and monuments could be jeopardized as part of a Trump administration review. 
Grijalva is the ranking member of the House Natural Resources Committee, and Huffman is the 
top Democrat on the panel's Subcommittee on Water, Power and Oceans. 


They said that if the administration reduces or eliminates the sanctuaries and monuments, oil 
and development would expand into sensitive areas "and put our coastal communi ies at risk." 


The 11 sites: the Channel Islands Na ional Marine Sanctuary, Cordell Bank National Marine 
Sanctuary, Greater Farallones National Marine Sanctuary, Monterey Bay National Marine 
Sanctuary, Marianas Trench Marine National Monument, National Marine Sanctuary of American 
Samoa, Nor heast Canyons and Seamounts Marine Na ional Monument, Pacific Remote Islands 
Marine National Monument, Papahnaumokukea Marine National Monument, Rose Atoll Marine 
National Monument, and Thunder Bay National Marine Sanctuary. 
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
